But, subsequently, the 
Probate Courts with all others became 
creatures of the law. 

The Organic Act says infew but very 
emphatic words that the jurisdiction not 
only of the Probate Courts but of all 
coarts provided for in the territory shall 
be “as limited by law.” That act pre- 
scribes no limite for the district Courts, 
save what the law may direct. It does 


pot say that the Probate Court shall 
have any particular bounds beyond what, 


the law-making department shall give it.

Probate Courts the right, under the Con- 
stitution, to try every cause that may be 
brought before them under the statutes of 
the territory. 

The Organic Act, so fur as it may re- 
fer to the present subject, can have but 
one legitimate interpretation. It creates 
for the territory, courts; and gives 10 
those courts the limits that the law may 
prescribe. 

The judiciary is not the law-making de- 
partment, The legislature may err. They 
may give powers to the courts under their 
control that sre unconstitutional. Let, 
there is a remedy provided. The su- 
preme legislature of the United States 
bas control over the legislative bodies of 
the territories. 

When the jadiciary assumes legislative 
functions it transcends its legitimate 
bounds. Hear what Alexander Hamil- 
ton gays, speaking of the judiciary; | 

“It may truly be said to have neither 
force nor will, but merely judgment.” | 


An idea seems to have been gaining 
upon the lettered brains of some of our 
jedicial officers for a few years agone that | 
they were selected by the President aud 
Senate not only to reuder judgment upon 
laws already made, but to make laws pre- 
paratory and suitable to their judgment. | 
The sooner they rid their brains of such 
nonsense the better for their own reputa- 
tion. Says IIamilton again, “there is 0 
liberty if the power of judging be not 
separated from the legislative aud exccu- 
tive powers.” | 

As to the intentions of Congress, 50 
much harped upon in argument beſore the 
bench, aud so fearfully commented upon 
by the bench itself; who con tell what 
their intentions were? If they were honest 
men and true friends, to their country their 
intentions were to make laws for the pro- 
tection of life and property. If they were | 
scoundrels they would make laws, pro- 
viding for a judiciary ever, or vearly so, 
absent, and withholding the power of 
punishment from everybody else. : 


We have too much respect for our na- 
tional legislature to give them the latter 
character. Rather are we inclined to the 
opinion that their intention was to iuvest 
in the territorial legiale ture the power, if 
they saw fit to do so, to give to the local 
courts, provided for by Congress, all the 
power wecessary to punish crime, and try 
all cases, save where the United States 
was party.

HISTORY OF THE WALKER 
EXPEDITION. 

The British steam sloop-of-war, Gladi- 
ator, Capt. Hinckly, before reported at the 
Pass, arrived at the Quarantine Station 
yesterday, where she still remains with most 
of the party she brought on board. They 
number fifty-seven in all, and are in excel- 
lent health. Two of them, Major Dolan 
and Capt. West, came up on the Charles 
Morgan this morning. The Gladiator 
will be up with the rest in the course of 
two or three days. 

The detailed report of the party on 
board the Gladiator, adds but little to the 
information we already have. Gen. Wal- 
ker was shot at 8 o’elock, on the morning
